Out  With  the  Old 

Rochester's  New,  Fully-Equipped  Pumper/Tanker 


Keeping  with  the  many  advancements  Rochester's 
been  making  to  bring  their  police  and  fire  departments  up 
to  date  comes  the  latest  acquisition  of  a  brand  new,  1,250 
gallon-per-minute  pumper/tanker  which  was  purchased 
and  built  specifically  for  the  town's  Fire  Department. 
Approved  via  the  passage  of  Article  17  on  last  year's 
Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant,  the  new  Engine  No.  2  was 
delivered  to  the  town  during  the  second  week  of  March 
and  has  been  in  use  since  that  time. 

Fire  Chief  Joseph  H.  Clapp  is  pleased  with  the 
new  engine,  and  noted  that  an  Open  House  will  be 
scheduled  at  the  station  in  the  near  future  to  allow 
residents  to  see  the  new  acquisition.  "The  pumper  looks 


excellent  and  is  in  great  condition,"  he  said  during  a  recent 
Board  of  Selectmen  meeting.  He  also  said  that 
representatives  from  the  fire  truck  company  will  be 
coming  to  train  the  town's  fire  fighters  in  using  the 
apparatus. 

A  sum  of  $158,300  was  allocated  to  purchase  the 
specially-built  tanker  and  chassis,  which  was  assembled  in 
Florida.  The  1993  Navistar  International  fire  truck  is  a 
conventional  4900  2-door  model  with  a  DTA-466  270 
horsepower  diesel  engine.  It  is  equipped  with  the  latest 
technological  advances  and  includes  a  1,000-gallon  storage 
tank  and  can  pump  up  to  1,250  gallons  per  minute. 


Perusing  the  Ballots 

Rochester  and  Marion  Races  Heat  Up 
Mattapoisett  Positions  Uncontested 


Since  our  earlier  report  on  the  forthcoming  tri- 
town  elections,  the  big  news  has  come  out  of  Marion: 
Selectmen  Chairman  and  incumbent  James  S.  Dougall 
finally  threw  his  hat  into  the  ring  and  returned  papers, 
placing  himself  officially  in  the  running  against  first-time 
candidate  Jonathan  E.  "Jody"  Dickerson  for  a  three-year 
seat  on  the  board.  Both  candidates  seemed  poised  for  a 
good  race,  and  it  will  certainly  make  for  one  of  the  more 
interesting  campaigns  to  come  out  of  the  three  towns  this 
year. 

Likewise,  a  heated  contest  is  up  and  running  in 
Rochester  between  Selectmen  incumbent  David  L.  Hughes 
and  former  School  Committee  member  Patrick  Sullivan, 
also  for  a  three-year  term.  Mr.  Hughes,  who  last  won  a 
Special  Election  over  Michael  Bare  to* fill  a  vacancy  created 
in  the  wake  of  L.  Joseph  Covas'  resignation  from  the 
board,  is  far  from  a  newcomer  to  the  political  scene  in 
Rochester.  And  Mr.  Sullivan,  although  not  a  long-time 
veteran  of  local  politics  like  his  opponent,  does  have  a 
strong  background  in  business  and  marketing 
management. 

But  nothing  has  changed  with  the  static  scene  in 
Mattapoisett.  Every  one  of  the  sixteen  candidates  running 
for  office  on  the  Tuesday,  April  5  ballot  remain 
uncontested,  including  Selectmen  incumbent  Paul  E. 
Lambalot.

strolling  down  the  Mulberry  Path  and  head  straight  for  the 
light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel." 

Since  Mr.  Atkinson  was  unable  to  get  the 
necessary  signatures  in  time  to  place  his  name  on  the 
Official  Ballot,  his  only  recourse  now  is  to  encourage 
voters  to  write  his  name  in  under  sole  candidate  and 
incumbent,  Paul  E.  Lambalot.  Mr.  Atkinson  has  vowed  to 
stand  outside  Town  Hall  on  voting  day  and  offer  free 
concessions  to  those  who  agree  to  write  in  his  name. 

"I'll  be  serving  soda  and  hot  dogs  on  election 
day,"  he  said.  "I  think  it's  a  nice  way  to  encourage  people 
to  vote." 

A  longtime  critic  of  the  current  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  their  "cavalier  ways,"  Mr.  Atkinson  has  held 
aspirations  for  a  position  in  public  office  for  some  time. 
Preaching  from  his  soapbox  stool  inside  Seaport 
Pharmacy's  soda  fountain/cafe,  he  has  often  expressed  his 
reasons  for  wanting  to  make  changes  in  Town  Hall. 

"The  curtains  don't  match,"  he  was  overheard 
saying  to  one  mesmerized  customer.  "How  can  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  make  reasonable  decisions  if  they  can't 
'select'  matching  curtains?" 

Despite  a  growing  grass-roots  effort  to  write  in 
Mr.  Atkinson,  current  Selectman  and  incumbent  Paul  E. 
Lambalot  remains  confident  and  poised  for  a  good  race.  "I 
wish  Mr.  Atkinson  well,"  he  said.  "I  think  he's  managed  to 
bring  out  some  good  points  over  the  years.  I  loved  the 
Santa  Claus  hats  he  gave  us.

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DeCosta  noted  a  letter  from  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  (DEP)  regarding  amendments  to  the  final  draft  of  the 
Mattapoisett  River  Aquifer  Protection  District  By-Law.  The  DEP 
noted  that  the  town  must  meet  two  requirements  before  proceeding 
with  the  by-law:  first,  it  must  gain  source  approval  for  the  expansion 
of  well  number  5,  and  it  must  also  apply  for  a  water  withdrawal 
permit  for  well  number  4. 

Giairman  DeCosta  noted  that  this  letter  was  also  sent  to 
Water/Sewer  Superintendent  William  T.  Nicholson  for  his  response. 

The  Plymouth  County  Commissioners  next  submitted  a 
questionnaire  to  the  board  to  ascertain  what  types  of  regional 
services  they  might  be  interested  in.  The  board  was  asked  to  rank 
each  area  of  interest  from  1  (very  interested)  to  4  (no  interest).  Among 
those  which  the  board  seemed  interested:  office/school  supplies, 
hazardous  waste  days,  and  DPW/fire  equipment. 

Chairman  DeCosta  said  that  he  would  like  to  see  something 
done  about  water  quality  testing  on  the  regional  level  —  much  like  a 
system  currently  in  place  in  Barnstable  County.  "I  think  if  we  set  up  a 
facility,  say  in  Middleboro,  it  could  service  every  municipality  in 
Plymouth  County,"  he  said.  Chairman  DeCosta  also  said  he  would 
fill  out  the  questionnaire  and  send  it  back  to  the  Plymouth  County 
Commissioners  later  in  the  week. 

John  D'Alessio  of  The  Atlantean  Group,  Inc.  sent  information 
to  the  board  on  streetcars  for  possible  consideration  to  replace  the 
defunct  railway  now  being  discussed  in  tandem  with  the  North 
Street  renovation  project.  Selectman  Lambalot  said  he  talked  to  Mr. 
D'Allessio  on  the  phone  and  asked  him  to  send  information  to  the

boat  ramp  at  the  town  wharf/'  Mr.  Mach  said.  "We'd  like  to  get  some 
input  on  the  plans  so  we  can  make  any  changes  before  we  finalize 
them." 

Mr.  Cameron  reviewed  the  new  plans  with  those  present  and 
noted  it  would  maintain  the  current  36-foot  width  and  would  consist 
of  reinforced  concrete  at  a  slope  of  12.5  percent  —  just  within  the 
recommended  12  to  15  percent  slope  for  boat  ramps.  The  ramp  itself 
will  run  80  feet  long  —  along  with  a  25-foot  transition  zone  —  for  a 
total  of  105  feet,  requiring  them  to  cut  slightly  into  the  existing 
parking  area  on  the  wharf.  Mr.  Cameron  also  noted  they  would 
install  a  scour  protection  pad  at  the  edge  of  the  ramp,  along  with  a 
curb  to  ensure  the  trailers  didn't  drive  off  the  edge. 

"Bad  idea.  Forget  the  curb,"  said  Tom  Brownell  of  Brownell's 
Boatyard.  "You  need  to  get  the  ramp  as  deep  as  possible  without 
having  it  wash  up  every  month." 

Mr.  Cameron  noted  that  in  order  to  extend  the  ramp  that  far 
out,  they  would  have  to  dredge  below  the  water  surface,  which  they 
are  not  allowed  to  do.  The  town  could,  if  it  so  desired,  dredge  this 
area  out  themselves,  or  contract  someone  to  do  it.  Steve  Mach  said 
that  from  past  experience,  it  would  cost  about  $4,000  to  $5,000  to  dig 
out  that  section. 

"If  you  could  make  the  ramp  about  30  feet  longer,  it  would  be 
the  best  ramp  around,"  Mr.  Brownell  added.  "We're  usually  out  there 
about  30  feet  off  the  end  of  the  ramp  now  as  it  is.  1  think  it  would  be 
better  for  everyone  all  around." 

Mr.  Cameron  said  he  would  submit  these  recommendation  to 
his  design  consultant  and  would  draw  up  a  new  set  of  plans  to 
present  to  the  board  within  the  next  30  days.  Then,  they  can  submit 
an  application  for  funding  and  put  the  project  out  to  bid. 

There  was  also  some  concern  as  to  the  time  element,  whereas 
the  boat  ramp  is  used  most  from  April  1  through  November  15,  with 
peak  activity  on  July  4.  The  board  agreed  they  didn't  want  to  be  in  a 
situation  where  the  ramp  was  unavailable  during  this  busy  season. 

"There  are  portions  of  the  repair  work  which  could  be  done  at 
times  where  it  would  interfere  with  our  operations,"  said  Jay  Parker 
of  Brownell's  Boatyard.  "As  long  as  the  ramp  itself  is  available,  the

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of  Selectmen  was 
called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  March  29, 1994  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman 
James  S.  Dougall.  Also  present  were  Selectman  Loretta  B.  Schaefer, 
Selectman  Albert  E.  Winters,  Executive  Secretary  Ray  Pickles,  and 
Secretary  Helene  Craven 

Following  the  signing  of  the  warrants  and  bills,  the  board 
approved  the  minutes  of  the  March  22  meeting.  Selectman  Schaefer 
noted  that  the  board  did  not  vote  to  sign  the  restraining  order  for 
Beverly  Wilson's  dog,  though  the  board  signed  the  restraining  order 
during  the  March  22  meeting.  Selectmen  Schaefer  then  moved  and 
the  board  approved  the  signing  of  said  restraining  order. 

The  board  received  an  opinion  on  the  matter  of  the  town's 
Sewer  Effluent  Easement  from  Town  Counsel  Thomas  P.  Crotty  of 
Perry,  Hicks,  Crotty  and  Mitchell,  Attorneys  at  Law.  Mr.  Crotty  was 
asked  by  the  board  in  lieu  of  Zora  Enterprises'  challenge,  to  elaborate 
on  a  portion  of  his  March  1, 1994  opinion  letter.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 
March  28, 1994 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  March  28, 
1994  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairwoman  Lorraine  Roy 
Hawkes.  Also  present  were  Selectman  David  L. 
Hughes,  Selectman  Michael  Murphy  and 
Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A.  Ferreira. 

After  unanimously  approving  the  minutes  of 
the  March  21  meeting,  with  some  corrections  from 
Chairwoman  Hawkes,  the  board  met  with  Mark 
Lundegren  of  the  Massachusetts  Interlocal  Insurance 
Agency  (MIIA)  to  discuss  the  town's  insurance  rates 
and  policy  for  1995.  MIIA  currently  services  some 
277  public  entities  throughout  the  state  and  has 
provided  lower  insurance  rates  and  increased 
coverage  amounts  to  local  municipalities  since  its 
inception  in  1982. 

The  new  policy  renewal  offered  by  Mr. 
Lundegren  would  give  the  town  a  12  percent 
reduction  in  their  premium  with  several  coverage 
enhancements  over  the  next  two  fiscal  years.  MIIA  is 
guaranteeing  a  $4,070  cost  reduction  for  the  two- 
year  period,  and  is  now  offering  a  multi-year 
contract  at  the  request  of  several  municipalities. 

Other  policy  enhancements  include  an 
increase  from  $1  million  to  $3  million  in  liability  for 
law  enforcement  officials,  a  total  $6.5  million 
package  covering  all  town  buildings  in  the  event  of 
disaster  or  fire,  and  offering  a  $25,000  liability 
package  on  each  Selectman  for  any  job-related 
injury.  "You  don't  want  to  have  to  be  put  in  a 
position  where  you  have  to  sue  the  town,"  Mr.

Lundegren  said.  "This  will  alleviate  that." 

With  police  and  firefighters'  accident 
coverage  and  workers'  compensation  figures  still 
pending,  the  board  agreed  to  wait  until  these  figures 
were  submitted  before  voting  to  renew  the  two-year 
policy  with  MIIA. 

At  7:30  pm,  Dog  Officer  Tom  Medeiros  came 
before  the  board  to  discuss  plans  to  build  a  dog 
shelter  or  kennel  in  town.  Mr.  Medeiros  noted  that 
he  culled  some  figures  from  Town  Clerk  Naida 
Parker  which  revealed  that  the  town  had  some  329 
registered  dogs  and  about  14  registered  kennels  in 
1990.

and  25  kennels  in  town.  Mr.  Medeiros  said  that  with 
this  drastic  increase,  a  dog  shelter  might  be  a  money- 
saving  option  for  the  town. 

"Right  now  we're  boarding  the  animals  we 
pick  up  at  a  local  kennel  at  a  cost  of  $7  per  animal, 
per  day,"  he  said.  "Last  year,  we  picked  up  about  50 
dogs  which  we  had  to  board.  So  you  can  see  that  the 
expenses  can  start  getting  out  of  hand." 

Selectman  Murphy  added  that  by  building  a 
new  shelter,  the  town  could  comply  with  the  strict 
laws  the  state  has  imposed  on  sheltering  animals. 
The  facility  need  not  be  open  all  the  time  —  only 
when  owners  have  arranged  to  pick  up  their 
animals.  The  18-run  shelter,  as  proposed,  would  also 
be  self-sufficient,  and  would  not  cost  the  town 
anything. 

Selectman  Hughes  suggested  that  they 
discuss  this  at  the  Tri-Town  Selectmen's  Meeting  and 
keep  the  system  currently  used  in  place  until  a 
viable  alternative  is  found.  At  Mr.  Medeiros' 
recommendation,  Selectman  Hughes  also  agreed 
that  the  boarding  fee  should  be  raised  from  $7  per 
animal  per  day  to  $10,  bringing  the  town  in  line  with 
area  municipalities. 

Mr.  Medeiros  also  said  he  would  like  to 
increase  the  fine  for  unlicensed  dogs  from  $5  to  $20

a  recent  article  in  The  Sentinel  regarding  the  salaries 
of  the  Town  Hall  secretarial  staff.  "I  feel  that  the 
scrutiny  of  the  secretarial  staff's  salaries  is 
unwarranted,"  he  wrote  in  the  letter.  "What  is 
important  to  me  is  that  we  continue  to  receive  the 
courteous,  professional  and  efficient  services  that  the 
secretarial  staff  has  always  provided.

Under  Old  Business,  Attorney  Judith  Cutler 
of  Town  Counsel  Kopelman  and  Paige,  P.C.  sent  a 
response  to  the  board's  request  on  discontinued 
streets  in  town.

"Moreover, 
because  the  Town  is  no  longer  obligated  to  maintain 
the  discontinued  ways,  the  Town  would  not  be  liable 
for  any  defects  in  said  ways  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.84, 
s.15." 

Ms.  Cutler  advised  the  board,  however,  that 
should  they  undertake  to  maintain  or  repair  any  of 
these  discontinued  streets,  they  risk  incurring 
liability  to  the  extent  that  there  is  an  injury  or  loss 
caused  by  the  negligent  or  wrongful  act  of  any 
public  employee  in  connection  with  such 
maintenance  or  repair  work.

Mr.  Hall  noted  that  in  attending  the  meeting 
last  week,  it  was  brought  to  his  attention  that 
Rochester  might  benefit  from  becoming  part  of  an 
Economic  Target  Area  (ETA)  under  a  plan  proposed 
by  Mr.  Souza's  office. 

"ETA  is  a  regional  approach  to  help  business 
expand  and  relocate,"  Mr.  Souza  said.  "What  we're 
looking  at  is  establishing  a  regional  economic  area  — 
of  which  there  will  only  be  20  throughout  the  state. 
We'd  like  to  include  Rochester  along  with  New 
Bedford,  Fairhaven,  Dartmouth  and  Acushnet  in  this 
proposal.  We  chose  not  to  invite  Mattapoisett  or 
Marion  as  they  would  skew  our  minimum  income 
requirements." 

Under  the  proposed  plan,  the  regional  ETA 
would  be  able  to  establish  Betterment  Zones,  making 
them  eligible  for  tax  abatements,  thereby  allowing 
for  further  advantages  in  luring  business  into  the 
area.

The  undersigned  respectfully  decline  to 
respond  to  the  questionnaire  received  from  your 
organization.  We  fully  support  the  goal  of  improving 
Buzzards  Bay  to  a  quality  water  body  which  can 
better  provide  both  recreational  as  well  as 
commercial  opportunities  for  the  inhabitants  of  this 
area.  However,  based  on  past  experience  with  the 
Coalition's  evaluation  process,  it  appears  that  we  do 
not  share  the  same  approach  in  gauging  the  progress 
toward  achieving  that  goal. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  Coalition  over- 
emphasizes the  institution  of  new  regulation  and 
bureaucracy  as  a  means  of  measuring  environmental 
improvement  and  neglects  actual  results.  To  be  sure,

minimize  and  reverse  adverse  impacts  to  Buzzards 
Bay  due  to  development. 

In  recent  years,  the  Planning  Board  instituted 
a  comprehensive  zoning  by-law  for  the  Mattapoisett 
River  Basin.  These  regulations  control  development 
in  a  third  of  the  town's  area.  The  Planning  Board 
was  recognized  for  this  work,  but  it  seems  that  such 
regulations  have  to  be  instituted  year  in  and  year  out 
in  order  to  keep  a  good  grade  on  the  Coalition's 
report  card.  Much  can  be  achieved  within  the 
framework  of  existing  regulation  with  existing 
personnel. 

In  the  summer  of  1993,  most  of  Mattapoisett 
Harbor  was  open  to  shellfishing  for  the  first  time  in 
a  number  of  years.  We  feel  this  was  due,  in  part,  to 
septic  system  repairs  undertaken  by  several  large 
generators  of  effluent  in  the  immediate  area.  These 
repairs  were  done  within  existing  regulations.  This 
improvement  in  the  Buzzards  Bay  environment,  a 
demonstrable  result,  will  not  be  reflected  in  your 
evaluation.  We  feel  the  Coalition  is  too  concerned 
with  what  is  going  on  at  Town  Hall  and  how  thick 
its  regulations  are  and  is  not  sufficiently  examining 
what  is  happening  in  the  field. 

It  is  conceivable  that,  under  the  present 
method  of  evaluating  the  area  towns,  a  town  could

get  an  "A"  grade  because  it  promulgated  a  sizable 
number  of  regulations  while  at  the  same  time  that 
town's  sewage  treatment  plant  could  have  an 
unresolved  problem  of  periodic  discharge  of 
untreated  sewage  into  the  bay.  It  is  also  conceivable 
that  a  town  spending  most  of  its  regulatory 
manpower  on  carefully  permitting  projects  within 
current  regulatory  frameworks  and  on  resolving 
existing  pollution  problems  could  get  a  poor  grade 
for  not  diverting  sufficient  resources  to  forming  new 
regulations.

regulations  will  not,  in  our  opinion,  have  a 
significant  impact  on  improving  environmental 
quality.  Identifying  problem  areas  and  working 
aggressively  within  our  present  regulatory  structure 
and  with  our  present  work  force  will  allow  us  to 
continue  with  the  type  of  improvement  we  saw  at 
the  harbor  this  past  summer. 

We  would  like  to  work  with  the  Coalition  for 
Buzzards  Bay  to  achieve  further  environmental 
improvement.  Working  together  to  find  ways  to 
institute,  and  possibly  fund,  a  hazardous  materials 
pickup  or  storm  water  pollutant  mitigation  would 
be  beneficial.  However,  under  the  present  system, 
working  with  the  Coalition  seems  to  consist  of 
satisfying  a  continuous  appetite  for  new  regulation 
and  adding  personnel  to  the  town  payroll.  This  is 
something  we  do  not  choose  to  do  at  this  time. 

We,  therefore,  are  returning  your 
questionnaire  without  responding  as  we  are 
ultimately  not  answerable  to  the  Coalition  for 
Buzzards  Bay,  but  rather  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Mattapoisett.

Normally,  taxpayers  who  sell      postponed,  you  may  deduct  for 


their  home  for  a  substantial 
profit  face  a  heavy  tax  load,  but 
this  burden  can  be  avoided.  If 
you  buy  another  home  that 
costs  as  much  or  more  than  the 
sales  price  of  the  old  one,  within 
a  specified  time,  the  profit  from 
the  sale  is  not  included  in  your 
taxable  income.
